LETTING THE RHINELAND GO. 
The reported “‘ abandonment of the 

Rhineland ” by the German Govern- 
ment ‘needs defining. What it comes 
to, for the present, is that the ‘Reich 
¢annot afford to pay the way of the 
Rhineland and the Ruhr, .so it leaves 
those regions to pick up a living as 
they can. The Government Ge- 
clares that it can not and will not sanc- 
tion the establishment of a-Rhineland 
republic, and that the relation of the 
Rhineland to the Reich can be altered 
only in.conformity with Article 18 of 
the Constitution. : 
Article 18 deals with changes in the 
boundaries of States and creation of 
new States within the Reich. ‘This can 
be done without much trouble provided 
the population of the district affected 
agrees to the change by. plebiscite. 
‘But changes in the boundary of the 
Reich—that is, cession of territory to 
a foreign Power or erection of an in- 
dependent State out of territory for- 
merly German—is a different matter. 
From the political standpoint the Ger- 
man Government has been considering 
only the creation of a new from 
former Prussian territory. (the 
land and the Ruhr) and has~-decided 
not to do even this just now.

THE IRREPRESSIBLE DEBATE. 

One thing made sure by Secretary 
Mgtion’s letter about taxes - and 
the bonus is renewed and active dis- 
cussion.

‘‘ tion in the cost of living, than the 
** few hundred dollars they would get 
** out of the bonus.’’ 

These are words of truth and sober- 
ness. They are financially sound. and 
based on experience. The bonus, if 
voted by Congress, would quickly 
vanish from the hands of its bene- 
ficiaries, while the taxes required to 
pay for it would continue for a gen- 
eration or more to plague and hamper. 
On thé contrary, the advantages to be 
gained from lifting a part of the 
weight of Federal taxes off individuals 
and business would not only be in- 
stantly realized, but would be perma- 
nent in their effects. Such consid- 
erations are bound to enter into the 
long debate which now is manifestly 
before “us. *

What followed is 
recent history. | Pressed by. their 
creditors, the planters cut down by 
nearly one-third the acreage planted 
for the crop of 1921. A very’ bad 
of cotton fell below’ 8,000,000: bales— 
5,500,000 under the preceding season— 
the smallest in twenty-five years, and 
less by nearly 5,000,000 bales than the 
season’s actual consumption of Ameri- 
can cotton. 

But the “ carry-over ‘* of 9,000,000 
bales from the preceding season: more 
than offset this deficiency. in produc- 
tion; at the end of the. season there 
was still. left a surplus of 4,900,000, 
when not much more than 2,000,000 
Wales were considered necessary. The 
price had risen, and no attempt to hold 
down acreage was made in 1922; but 
in that year the weevil pest suddenly 
became destructive on an almost un- 
precedented scale. Production was 
again. far below consumption. . There 
still remained the “ carry-over” to 
draw upon, but the drafts upon it 
brought the reserve supply last August 
down to 2,500,000 bales, or not much 
more than normal.: 

That situation, followed by another 
disappointing’ crop, with repeated 
weevil depredations, has resulted in 
the present remarkable state of things 
in’ the cotton trade. -Briefly summed 
up, the ¢cgse is that the Government 
has cut down its estimate of the sea- 
son's yield to 10,248,000 bales, with 
the possibility of further reduction; 
that this yield,. with the August 
* carry-over '’ included and with cér- 
tain uncounted grades allowed ‘for, 
would hardly reach 13,500,000 bales; 
yet that last season’s estimated world 
consumption of our cotton was 12,600,- 
000 bales, and in the present season 
to date has been nearly 250,000 bales 
greater than a year ago. This meant 
at least the possibility of virtually no 
reserve whatever when the season 
ends next August; it explains the rise 
in price of cotton from 22% cents a 
pound last July to 34% cents this 
month—the highest price since the 
Summer of 1920, and matched on only 
two or three occasions since the ’60s. 

As a consequence of this sequence of 
events, we now see producers who hold 
back their cotton on the theory that 
** famine prices ’’ ought to be higher 
still; consumers who show distinct un- 
willingness to pay correspondingly 
higher prices for the finished goods; 
spinners who are consequently at a 
loss- whether or not to go on buying 
cotton at the higher price, and a cot- 
ton market. which reflects alternately 
in its upward or downward movement 
these divergent views. The outcome 
for the season as a whole will be an 
unusually interesting economic study.

PINCHOT’S COAL CONFERENCE. : 
Governor. PINcHoT, ever since’ the 
ending “of the anthracite strike in 
Pennsylvania, has considered it - his’ 
duty to protect the consumer from 
higher prices for. coal. He first ap- 
pealed to the operators to be satisfied 
with a margin of profit that, would 
absorb the extra pay to the miners. 
His inquiries convinced him that the 
operators had enjoyed profits wrung 
from the people by illegitimate prac- 
tices. The operators were invited by 
Governor Pincuot toa conference 
“to discuss methods of keeping hard 
“ coal prices during the coming Winter 
“at the level of those of last year,” 
Their representatives went to Harris- 
burg, but reached no agreement with 
the Governor. Afterward he said that 
they had refused to recommend to the 
anthracite industry that “it should 
“ clean its own house of the abuses 
“ which ate known to exist.” Now he 
has issued invitations to the Gover- 
nors of twenty-nine anthracite-using 
States to talk over with him a plan 
of Federal legislation to effect re- 
ductions in the prices of hard coal. 

Among the abuses complained of is 
the mixture of “shale” with good 
coal. Governor PINCHOT had been 
told—he ‘presents no evidence—that 20 
per cent. of the coal shipped contains 
**an- unfair proportion of rock and

It is not.easy to explain such a move- 
ment, except on the supposition of’ a 
market. which has been demoralized by 
a series of politital incidents calculated 
to appeal unpleasantly to’ the financial 
imagination. That ‘the deadlock and 
confusion in the dispute over Germany 
would warrant such depreciation in ex- 
change as ‘this, it is hardly reasonable 
to suppose. If they did, then*the stock 
markets ought to have moved similarly; 
but Government bonds at London and 
Paris, were yesterday only 2 or 8 points 
down from a «month - ago—a decline 
which occurs, at. intervals, even on the 
New York Stock Exchange.. But the 
nerves of the European exchange mar- 
Ket have elearly been unsettled by the 
recurrence of disappointment and per- 
plexity. With the pressure of specula- 
tion for the fall continuing, even the 
walking of the Kaiser’s ghost ‘has prob- 
ably helped along the reaction. 

The NewYork Stock Exchginge showed 
a halting tendency: all day.’ Despite the 
manifestly concerted bidding up of a 
few stocks, the general list. moved un- 
certainly all day and closed in most 
cases slightly lower, The bond market 
was firm; one somewhat interesting fact 
about it was the firmness of-French and 
Belgian gold bonds, in face of the move- 
Aneht of exchange. Mid-week reviews 
of the steel trade reported the situation 
unchanged, with the United States Steel 
Corporation producing at 87 per cent. 
of capacity. or less as against 90 at 
times last month, and the independent 
mills’ averaging. slightly -ugder 70. 

The monthly census figures of cotton 
consumption, which were published yes- 
terday, had-been awaited with great in- 
terest; not ofily .because of the general 
question of supply and demand from a 
very deficient crop, but because of cur- 
rent perplexity as “tothe attitude of 
spinners on a riging market. -The report 
was. rather extraordinary. Last month’s 
‘takings by home-spinners. were actually 
the largest of any October since 1919; 


they far exceeded the month’s home con- , 


sumption in the two years before the 
war. Exports also rose to a magnitude 


‘| .not equaled since. last November, and 


they -have been éxceeded only in eight 
months since the war ended. In the 
three first months of the cotton season 
home milis-have taken within 40,000-as 
‘many: bales as fhey did a year ago, and 


the export trade has taken 275,000 more |‘ 


than in 1922. . 

Put. in anothef - way, this Séason’s 
world consumption of the present cotton 
crop to date has been 8 per cent. greater 
than was the casein the similar period 
last year. If this ratio of-increase. were 
to continue throughout the season the 


'T total: demand upon the crop. would: be 


18,641,000 bales, which would be larger 
than the entire. supply. from ‘‘earry- 
over’ and crop, éven. if. the vern- 
ment’s 10,248,000 ‘bales-estimate.on yield 
is taken as final and is supplemented by 
‘the supply of ‘‘linters.’’.. But that is an 
impossible supposition. ‘The necessary 
conclusion is that, unless the present 
crop of the reserve in August should 
turn out to be greatly understimated, 
consumption must very -soon be reduced 
to much smaller magnitude than recent 
months,
